Poet Stoddard on 


the Martyr's

AN FRANCISCO, June 12.—Charles 
Warren Stoddard has written for 
a Catholic society here a pamph- 


' let entitled, "Father Damlen, the 


Kartyr of Molokal." It is illustrated 
•with a portrait of Damlen as a youth, 
and has been widely circulated through 
the, efforts of Rev. Phillip O'Ryan of 
San Francisco, who Is a close friend -of 
Stoddard. The latter is now living in 
Washington, in his famous house call- 
ed "The Bungalow," and is doing des- 
ultory literary work. Stoddard has an 
Intense affection for Hawaii, and never 
tires talking of his happy days there. 


The first sixteen pages of the pam- 


phlet I refer to are devoted to Damien's 
life before he went to Honolulu. Stod- 
dard explains how Damlen came to go 
to Hawaii as follows: 


FRKDER1CK O'BRIEN. 


In 1863, while father Damlen. was 
still in minor orders, his brother Fam- 
phile, already a priest awaiting bis ap- 
pointment upon the mission, was di- 
rected by his Superiors to prepare him- 
self for the voyage to Hawaii, then bet- 
ter known as the Sandwich Islands. 
These beautiful Pacific Islands had been 
placed by Pope Leo XIII in the special 
care of the Fathers of the "Picpus" 
Congregation, their chief duty being 
the preaching of the Gospel to the 
heathen. 
Father Pamphile received his com- 
mission with enthusiasm; but no soon- 
er had he received it than he was pros- 
trated by an attack of typhus fever. 
His passage in an outward bound ves- 
sel had been engaged, his preparations 
for departure completed, but for some 
months be could not hope to enter upon 
so arduous a duty,as had been allotted 
to him. What was to be done? An in- 
spiration seized Father Damien, 
He 
hastened to his brother's bedside and 
asked if it would be a consolation to 
the fever-stricken patient if he were to 
offer himself as a substitute. Toung 
Damlen wrote at once to the Supertar- 
General in Paris, begging leave to take 
his brother's place on the mission to 
Hawaii and imploring the Superior- 
General "not to throw away the pas- 
sage-money!" His prayer was granted. 
The Superior in his own house had but 


" one word to offer: "It is rather silly 
of you to go before you are a priest!" 
Dinner was hardly finished that day 
before he had flown to the bosom of 
his family to say farewell, for the ut- 
most haste was necessary to catch the 
packet at Eremerhaven. already upon 
the point of sailing. 
On the feast of-hls patron, St. Joseph, 
March 19th, 18&C Father Damien reach- 
ed Honolulu, the chief port of the Ha- 
waiian Islands. For more than five 
months he had been tossed upon the 
s^a in a sailing vessel whose name he 
does not mention. A fierce gale was en- 
countered off Cape Horn and for many 
days the ship was beaten about among 
waves strewn with the wreckage of in- 
fated barks, itself in danger of foun- 
dering with all on board. There were 
ten Sisters, besides Father Damien and 
his companions in the devoted company 
that voyaged together. 
For eight-and-thirty years the "Pic- 
pus" Fathers had been established in 
the Hawaiian Islands when this, the 
youngest member of the Congregation, 
anived. 
He was 
four-and-twenty 
years of age, fresh from the Seminary 
at Louvain, having had no practical 
experience as a teacher or a preacher 
in the church or in the world. He had 
received minor orders only; his services 
were sorely needed, but he bad yet to 
be ordained before he could be for- 
warded to the field of action. It was" 
not long before he received his ordina- 
tion. He said his first mass at Whit- 
suntide, 1864, and immediately 
after- 
ward set forth upon his duties as a 
priest. 
In a letter to his brother, Pamphile, 
he writes of that mass and of the ec- 
stacy it inspired. He says: "Recall 
•the feelings you yourself experienced 
on the day when you had the happiness 
of standing at the altar for the first 
tline to offer the Divine Victim of our 
salvation." Mine were the same with 
ihis difference, that you were sur- 
rounded by friends and brothers in re- 
ligion, while I was surrounded by chil- 
dren, recent converts, who had come 
from all parts to see their new spirit- 
ual Fathers, whose coming they had so 
iocg desired, to protect them, against 
Ihe wolves whldh were pursuing them 
on every sloe. So that, dear Father, 
were not my neart so hard, methinks 
it would have melted like wax, so 
strong were the emotions I experienc- 
ed in giving for the first time 
the 
Bread of Life to a hundred persons, 
many of whom1 had, perhaps, been on 
their knees before their ancient gods, 
and who now, clothed in white, ap- 
proached the Holy Table with much 
modesty." 
_ 
All early tra%elers In the Hawaiian 


Islands—until recently travelers have 
persisted in calling this interesting 
archipelago the Sandwich Islands—all 
tourists have united in celebrating the 
charm of the Hawaiians as a race. 
From the day of the first settlement of 
the whites in Hawaii these "savages" 
could hare taught them by precept and 
example etiquette and social ceremony 
that would hare graced the salons of 
Rarope; all native to the land, natural 
•to the people, br*a in the bone and 
transmitted tn Uitlr blood—and all lost 
upon the foreigner wko too often was 
a boor or a bully. 
Father Damien found kit flock cot

That the young priest had entered 
upon his mission work with bean and 
soul aflame may be Implied from the 
following passage, a portion of the let- 
ter above quoted: 
"While I am writing you this .letter 
some of my neophytes have come to 
speak to me. They, in their turn, wish 
to express to you In their own tongue 
their love for the Catholic church, their 
love for priests, even for those who live 
five thousand leagues from them. Do 
not turn a deaf ear, then, to their, en- 
treat}—they ask for rosaries to wear 
orourd their necks. 
They ask for 
ts—you who have the vocation to 
a missionary, do you ask and you 
shall receive—Incite others to come and 
loin us and train themselves for the 
work. • • • I want you, my dear 
Father, to buy two Bells for my two 
new churches; they must be smaller 
than the one at Louvain which Mgr. 
d'Abierie blessed. Towards this you 
may ask my parents to give something, 
as well as Madame D 
, and other 


charitable persons." ' 
For nine years Father Damien was 
stationed In Hawaii. His parish was 
a large one. Upon the back of a mule 
ie followed mountain trails, in rain or 
shine. He said mass, in turn, at his 
several widely scattered chapels. These 
chapels he built with such help as he 
:ould command. He painted them, he 
decorated them, somewhat gaudily, \ to 
suit the taste of the natives; he kept 
:hem In repair. There were three thou- 
sand natives in his district and of these 
said: 
"Well, I certainly love my savages, 
who will sobn be more civilized than 
Europeans. They all here know how to 
read and write, and are quite well- 
dressed on Sundays." 
' 
The end was not yet. The aspira- 
tions of that dauntless soul could not 
>ermlt Its possessor to remain content- 
ed with the round of parish work in 
Kohala, Hawaii. His hour approached. 
Being present, as a guest, at the dedi- 
cation of a chapel at Wailuku, on the 
Island of Maui, Bishop Malgret ex- 
iressed his sorrow that he had not 
nlssionarles enough so that be might 
spare one for/the care of the suffering 
epers of Molokai. Almost in the same 
jreath Father Damien appealed to the 
bishop, reminding him that recent ar- 
rivals from Belgium had made the case 
clear enough. It was providential! It 
was a voice from Heaven that called 
him! "Monseigneur," said he, "here 
are'your new missionaries; one of them 
can take my district, and if you will 
be kind enough to allow it, I will go to 
Molokal and labor for the poor lepers 
whose wretched state of bodily and 
spiritual misfortune has often made 
my heart bleed within me." 
No sooner said than done. That very 
day, without one word of farewell. Fa- 
ther Damlen embarked with the bisriop 
on a small vessel that had touched at 
:he Island of Maul with a consignment 
of fifty lepers bound for the settlement 
of Molokai. Upon their arrival at the 
settlement the bishop called all the peo- 
ple together and addressed them in a 
voice quivering with emotion: "So far, 
my children," said he, "you have been 
left alone and uncared for. But you 
shall be so no longer. Behold, I have 
brought yon one who will be a father 
to you, and who loves you so much 
that for your welfare and for the sake 
of your immortal souls, he does not 
lesitate to become one of you, to live 
and die with you!" 


Thus, In his thirty-third year, did 
Father Damien voluntarily enter upon 
his mission among the lepers, a mission 
that was at last crowned with glorious 
martyrdom. 
The Island of Molokai, one 
of 
the 


dozen that form the Hawaiian Archi- 
pelago, Ms 40 miles in length and but 
seven miles wide in the widest part 
From the superb cliffs that line Its 
northern shore it tapers to a narrow 
desert in the south. One may pass in 
a'few hours' ride from Gardens of Eden 
walled in by fern-clad palisades and 
fed by slender waterfalls that seem to 
leap from the very cloud and are^treb- 
led in volume after every shower, to a 
land that has never drank a drop of 
rain—for the trade-wind 
clouds are 
wrung dry before they cast their shad- 
ow on It, and from shore to shore it Is 
the abomination of desolation. 
Under those rain-fed windward cliffs 
lies a plateau, about 6000 acres in ex- 
tent, washed on three sides by the tu- 
multuous sea, while the fourth side is 
guarded by a precipitous mountain wall 
2000 feet in height. The land there is 
grassy, undulating, scantily supplied 
with trees as one approaches the cliff. 
The rocky shore affords no landing, 
save in fair weather. Nature seems to 
have 
set 
this almost Inaccessible 
tongue of land—it was once hot lava 
that flowed into the sea that cooled it 
and claimed it for its 
own—nature 


seems to have set it aside for a partic- 
ular purpose, and a grievous- one it is, 
for this is the site of the leper settle- 
ments on Molokal

and depths of surpassing beauty. The 
very walte themselves are decked with 
hanging gardens of flowers and ferorf, 
and festooned with pendulous vines 
that are but a foretaste of the peren- 


my priestly duty at their domicile* 
have been compelled to run outside ,to 
breathe fresh air. 
counteract the 
bad smell, I made myself accustomed 
to the use of tobacco, whereupon the 
smell of the pipe preserved me some- 
what from carrying in my clothes the 
noxious odors of the lepers. At that 
time the progress of the disease was 
fearful, and the rate of mortality very 
high. The miserable condition of the 
settlement gave it the 'name of a living 
graveyard, which name, I am happy to 
state, is no longer applicable to /our 
place. 
• • • 


"AM there were so many dying, my 
priestly duty toward them often gave 
me the opportunity to visit them in 
their domiciles, and though my exhor- 
tations were especially addressed to 
the prostrated, often they would fail 
upon the ears of public sinners, who, 
little by little, became conscious of the 
consequences of their wicked lives, and 
began to reform; and thus, with the 
hope in a merciful Savior, gave up 
their bad habits. 


"Kindness to all, charity to the 
needy, a sympathizing hand to the suf- 
ferers and the dying, in conjunction 
with a solid religious instruction to my 
listeners—these have been my constant 
means of introducing moral habits 
among the lepers. I am happy to" say 
that, assisted by the local administra- 
tion, my labors here, which seemed to 
be almost In vain at the 
beginning, 
have, thanks to a kind Providence, 
been greatly crowned with success." 


The Hawaiian Board of Health, com- 
posed of Protestants and unbelievers, 
being in complete ignorance of Catho^ 
lie usages, attempted to compel Father 
Damien to leave the leper settlement 
for good, or remain there forever. He 
had asked leave to visit his bishop at 
suitable Intervals so that he might 
make his confession. There was at 
that time no priest nearer to him to 
whom be could apply. He, therefore,. 
went to Honolulu, as he was in duty 
bound, and In doing this he merely fol- 
lowed the example of the government 
physician who visited the settlement at 
stated intervals. Upon his return to 
the leper settlement he was officially 
notified that if he were to leave the 
settlement again, or even to visit any 
other portion of Molokal, he would be 
put under jjnmedlate arrest. To this 
piece of official insolence Father Da- 
mien replied, addressing the authori- 
ties in Honolulu: "I shall come. Tou 
must not prevent me from visiting my 
bishop." He continued- to visit his 
bishop until he was Joined at the set- 
tlement by a priest who could shrive

In a sketch so brief as this It Is not 
possible to enter Into the details of a 
life like Father Damien's. My two vis- 
its to the leper settlement and my ac- 
quaintance with the apostle of the lep- 
ers I have described at some length In 
a little volume entitled "The Lepers of 
Molokal." Here I can add but a few 
words to a tribute, all unworthy of the 
mlasloner and his works of mercy, of- 
fered in his memory with profoundest 
reverence and love. 
A Reverend Mother, who knew Fa- 
ther Damlen when he was still a nov- 
ice, said to Father Pamphile, 
"Tour 
brother is a saint, a St. Aloyslus; no 
one can see him serve mass without 
being struck by his extreme devotion." 
What would she have said had she 
seen him—as I did every morning dur- 
ing my last visit to the settlement- 
offer the holy sacrifice of the mass- in 
his little chapel at Kalawao for a con- 
gregation composed of lepers? Even 
the acolytes who served him were lep- 
ers. 


I don't care to dwell here upon the 
horrors of leprosy. Anyone who knows 
aught of that most loathsome of dis- 
eases must realize what It was for 
Father Damien to meet it and mingle 
with it daily for many years; and for 
him to be well aware that sooner or 
later he must become one with them 
in the flesh, as he was one with them 
in the spirit from the first moment of 
their Intercourse. A single brief quota- 
tion from "The Lepers of Molokai" will 
suffice to picture what I saw in the 
hospital at Kalawao—what I shall nev- 
er cease to regret having seen, so long 
as I live: 


"A corner of the blanket was raised 
cautiously; a breathing object lay be- 
neath; a face, a human face turned 
slowly toward-'-us—a face on which 
scarcely a trace of humanity remained!

VOLCANOES OP AMERICA, 


Paymaster Sullivan, U. S. N.', who 
.has been declared by an examining 
Board "mentally, morally and physical- 
ly unfit for promotion" Is not unknown 
in Honolulu. He was here with the 
. naval forces in 1893-ahfl was noted for 
kls bitter' denunciation of the annexa- 


. tion policy of- Harrison. Shortly before 
that rime he had Been court-martialed 
for taking: publicly, in interviews at 
Vancouver, the British side of the 
Befaring Sea quarrel with the United 
States. Escaping a dishonorable dis- 
charge he- came here. Later his ac- 
counts got muddled and he was cash- 
iered, only to return again to the Navy 
by grace of a Congressional resolution 
' procured by influential friends of his 
wife's family. At length he appears to 
be on the verge of losing his billet for 


. good. Sullivan was last here on the 
Wisconsin. 


There is no likelihood that Marti- 


nique will be abandoned. .Even if the 
inhabitants who survived the eruptions 
go, others will come to take their 
places.

Isthmus of Panama we shall be able to 
make much better progress against the 
Conservative forces. 
We/have many 


armed men in the Casamere and San 
Martin territories in the Magdalena 
provinces. 
If we had Panama we 


would be able to ralme sufficient funds 
to end the war in our favor. At pres- 
ent we need warships in .the Atlantic 
in order to take Cartagena and Bar- 
ranqullla. Now we can get arms and 
ammunition only through Venezuela 
and through the Orinoco river. 


"We are suffering from some of thp 


recent victories of our opponents, but 
their successes are only temporary and 
In no way disheartening to us. We are 
called rebels when we are real patriots 
who are fighting to obtain our share 
in the government and the initiation of 
reforms' which would make our coun- 
try progressive. 


"We are fighting for principles. We 


do not wish completely to drive the 
Consetva'ives from power, but we in- 
sist tha'. our party be allowed its prop- 
er representation in the > Chamber of 
Deputies. Since 1885 we have not been 
represented, except by two men, though 
we are half the population. We ad- 
vocate modern monetary standards. 
We have cried out for years for a sys- 
tem of education which will bring our 
children up to a higher appreciation of 
Hfe. We have fought*for improvement 
in our national life, and ir v/e can gain 
adequate representation sa our Parlia- 
ment we shall begin "at once on there 
change*. The foreigners 
with inter- 


ests in • Colombia and all the progres- 
sive peppje/of the* island are with us. 
Of course the Panama canal is a great 
factor in the present war."

Judge Estee Talks of 


the Examiner

The follov. \rx Assoriatpd Press dis- 


patch which came Irf the Advertiser's 
special service yesterday! called forth 
an emphatic denial from Judge Estee: 


NEW YORK, June 16—Mrs. Sarah 
Estee, former v. Jfe of Morris M. Estee, 
tv ice candidate for Governor of Cali- 
fornia and now Federal Judge in Hono- 
lulu, has been found dead in her board- 
Ing house in Brooklyn, where she has 
made her horn* during the past ten 
year*. Mrs. Estee was befoie her mar- 
riage to JudgevEstee, Hiss Sarah Phil- 
lips, a leading society girl of Memphis, 
Tenn. 


The Examiner added a f*w touchr-s of 


its own to this briet dispatch, which the 
Judge characterized as follows: 


"I have seen the article referred to 
in the Examiner of the 16tn lost. It is 
wholly untrue ahd absurd -on its face. 
I lived in California, since I was 18 
years old, la fact until I tsame to the 
Islands. I was married there in 1863 to 
my present wife, who was the daughter 
of Judge Divine of San Jose, and who 
is now with me in the islands. There 
are people living to California who were 
present at my wedding. My daughter 
Mrs. Charles J. Deering, $he only child 
living, is at present in San Francisco. 
"I think this must be either a prac- 
tical Joke, and if so it is in very poor 
taste, or some mistake. The name is 
an unusual one, and I know of no other 
Judge Estee. 
"There are plenty of people in the isl- 
ands who know that the entire thing is 
filse. Judge A. L. Rhodf-s of Califor- 
nia, who Is known hot. was- with iiie 
at my wedding in 1S63, when I married 
my present wife. George McKenzle of 
Hilo -was sheriff of my cou.-l^ «u the 
time, and there aie many others who 
can corroborate my statement if such 
a thing is necessary. My wife and I 
have be»n married nearly 40 years and 
she is living with me today, white my 
daughter who returned to San Fran- 
cisco a short time ago, is 30. And yet 
the Examiner's article claims that I 
w ne divorced from a woman who- is now 
dead, only 10 years ago." 


He added to this written statement in

"It Is a deliberate and malicious lie," 
he said, "and there seems to have been 
a preconceived plan as far as regard* 
its publication, though I do not accuse 
the Examiner of doing this.

THE PRESIDENT 


Manuel R. Casthana was released 


yesterday from Oahu prison, where he 
had been serving a seven months' sen-*- 
tence for Illicit distilling. 
President 


Roosevelt has granted his first pardon 
In Hawaii, the subject for executive- 
clemency being the old Portuguese1 who 
was convicted on two counts of manu- 
facturing okolehao without first ob- 
taining & license. His sentence of sev- 
en months, which was the minimum 
under the law, is commuted to one' 
month, which has already been served. 
Judge Estee, who Inflicted the punish- 
ment, and United States Attorney 
Breckons, who secured the conviction, 
joihed In the appeal to the President 
for clemency, representing

well by a shorter sentence than the law 
allowed, as the prosecution was simplj 
for the purpose of warning violators of 
the revenue law that Uncle Sam is not 
to be trifled with.

Crater of Kilauea. Hawaii, „.' 
' 


Editor Republican:— I am sitting oh the 


lava rocks at the brink of this greatest 
active crater in the world— an odd place 
to write a letter! May be in a few weeks 
it. will be impossible to do this, as toe 
volcano shows signs of greater activity 
than it has shown for several years) tnd 
thit ledge of rooks is likely to-be engulf- 
ed and included within the extent of the 
main .crater, which it said' to be TOO. feet.,; 
deep, and nine miles in circumference; 
This statement I take on faith, a» it ap- 
pears to have no bottom as far tit I earn 
judge irom obtervation. The entire pit 
!• ailed up with a dense -Bulphur«mok«, 
makins; it impossible to see even a hum- 
dred feet down the sides. We have .been 
pitching rocks over the edge of the wall, 
but no sound of their striking it heard.? 
It reminds one of St. John't description- 
of the "bottomless pit"— see Revi, chap. 
ix, verse t. Wfe can hear strange noises' 
like crackling and bubbling, and occa- 
sionally rocks are heard breaking loose 
from the walla, and carrying a long train 
of lesser sounds in their wake. At the 
present moment, a strong breeze it blow- 
ing the smoke away from us; but occa- 
sionally a slight shifting of the wind per- . 
mils the heavy sulphur fumes to come 
this way, and then we have to retreat. 


Sitting on this lava bed, we are really 


within a greater crater of less depth, sur- 
rounded by a steep rim of lava rocks 
ISO feet or more In height. This crater 
includes the more active pit, and is nearly 
thirty miles in circumference. To reach 
this point, we came from the Volcano 
house, where we spent last night, on 
the margin of this larger crater, and 
walked acrots nearly three miles of rough 
lava rocks. A stranger to these, scenes 
regards the path we passed over M dan- 
gerous, and views with nervousness the 
smoking pits by the way. From a'tnou- 
tand cracks and "blowholes" (n the bot- 
tom and walls of this greater crater, the 
steam and sulphur smoke it, rising. In 
some placet, a bit of paper readily blazes' 
when put Into the eracka across the path 
you tread, so hot aa to compel you to 
ttep quickly in passing over them. But 
as these conditions have existed for sev- 
eral years without much change, people 
call the shallow pbrtion of the crater In- 
active. 
The pit in front of us, until 


four years ago, was full _ up to the brim 
with fiery waves of lava, that peat against 
the iron walls with terrific noise; but 
suddenly *<the bottom fell out" and tt 
has continued about as at present since 
that time. But such a subsidence has 
before occurred in its history. Some of 
these days, according to Its habit, it will 
boil up full of fiery liquid, and spill over 
the sides, and a molten river a mile wide 
go hissing and crackling over the barren 
deserts and green cane fields to the sea, 
leaving black desolation and death in its 
path. 


The old tyrant has remained quiet long- 


er than usual, they say, 
and Judging 


froth present signs, the volcano prophets 
say there is likely to be an outburst 
soon. 
'i"he people of Hilo are wishing 


for a little more activity up here. It pre- 
sent a grand sight when the crater fills 
up, and people come from all parts of the 
world, and patronize the hqtels, and the 
transportation lines reap a harvest. 


Hilo is on the edge of the bay of the 


same name, thirty-one miles away, and 
4.000 feet below us. It is a fine Uttie 
town, surrounded by a very fertile coun- 
try, mostly occupied by immense sugar- 
plantations. 
A little railroad runs out 


seventeen miles of the way from Hilo 
toward this place, that is. to the end of 
the sugar plantations at Mountain View. 
There you take a stage and with a grad- 
ual climb up a good road, you travel the 
remaining fourteen miles, through dense 
tropical forests most of the way. to the 
Volcano house, which Is several miles be- 
yond the forest, surrounded by a rather 
barren landscape. 


They will tell you. at Hilo, and in most 


localities, that nothing pays on these isl- 
ands, but snisrar. 
Bananas, pineapples. 


cocoanuts and other tropical fruits that 
we .of the temperate zone think of in 
connection with these Islands flourish, 
but people say there is no home market 
for them, and transportation to the main- 
land Is too hirh. 


Fllo contains about 1.000 white people, 


3.000 or fOOO Asiatics and about 1.000 Ka- 
nakas. It la the chief city of this Island. 
und next to Honolulu In size nnd im- 
portance. 
But the transportation com- 


panies all work for Honolulu, and sn ar- 
range the movement of vessels that it Is 
easier and cheaper to po from any part 
of the Island to Honolulu than to Hllo. 
As a consequence Hilo has the trade of 
only a small fraction of its own Island. 
and the merchants therp arc so mixed 
up in business with the monopolists of 
Honolulu that they have not dared to 
oppose them by running an Independent 
steamer or schooner betwr-pri thrlr town 
and othrr ports of their Island 
But they

During the morning of the 18th Mau- 
naolu Seminary of Pala held its annual 
reception, dajc before a large audience 
of Maul residents. The girls were all 
assembled in "Baldwin Hall," at 9 a. 
n,, and for several hours showed their

In the various studies, 
aeautlful songs, perfectly rendered, 
g»ve variety to this exhibition of their 
Afcolarohip. IB an adjoining room was

On the evening of the 20th, the large 
ball of the Walluku Union School was 
packed to the doors with the people 
of the town who frequently applauded 
most Interesting rhetorical program.

O. H. Gtilick, Rev. Mr. Leading- 


ham, 
Rev. O. P. Emerson, Dr. J. M. 


Whitney, Rev. Mr. Thwing 'and three 
Hawaiian ministers, Rev. Mr. Wong 
also occupying a seat amongst them. 
The services were for the most "part 
conducted in the Chinese language,' 
with brief English addresses by the 
foreign ministers, Rev. Mr. Thwing in- 
terpreting for them.. 


The services were opened with prayer 


by Rev. Mr. Wong, followed by a read- 
Ing of scripture lessons by Rev. Mr. 
Thwing In Chinese. 
Mr. Westervelt, 


the scribe of the council which exam- 
ined Mr. Wong on Friday, made the 
announcement of the results of the 
same, stating that all the ministers had 
been well satisfied with Mr. Wong's 
fitness to preach the gospel to his peo- 
ple. 
His remarks were Interpreted by 


Mr. Thwing, who also made an address 
on the duties of ministers and the work 
they were expected to perform. 


At the conclusion of the address Mr. 


Wong -was called to the center of the 
platform, where he knelt while Mr. 
Leadingham said the ordination ser- 
vice. 
All the. ministers and laymen 


present on the platform then laid their 
hands upon the candidate's head and 
hfe was duly pronounced clothed in all 
the rights and authority of the church. 
The right hand of fellowship was ex- 
tended by each one to the young min- 
ister when be arose to his feet.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June '7.—A 


somewhat interesting situation as to 
the Pacific Commercial cable has de- 
veloped here. It hinges largely on the 
understanding which prevails with the 
House leaders that Prasldeut Roose- 
velt douhta whether he has the author- 
ity to allow the landing" of a cable, 
without farther legislation from Con- 
gteus\ 
According to the arrangement now 


-made, the cable bill will be considered 
in the Bonne next week. 
As Z have 
stated'in my previous letters there is 
little prospect that the Corliss hill for 
Government construction will pass, ut>- 
lesa it te Tery materially amended nnd 
amended so that a private cable com- 
pany can lay the line across the Pa- 
cific. The test impression seems to be 
that the House will amend the bill so 
that the President will have wide lati- 
tude In allowing a private cable to 
land on our shores. This is the senti- 
ment of the House leadership, which 
may or may not prove to be correct. 


The most important feature is the el- 


ement of doubt as to whether the Pres- 
ident would allow the cable to be land- 
ed at San Francisco and Honolulu. Th" 
probabilities are that he would hardly 
undertake to resist such an enterprise, 
but the people here interested in the 
cable, either one. way or another, are 
nevertheless closely watching develop- 
ments. There is a political phase of 
the situation, as far as the Democrats 
are concerned. In the House commit- 
tee on interstate and foreign commerce, 
three Democrats were for the Corliss 
bill and three were against it 
How- 


ever, when it came to arguing "before 
the committee on rules for a special 
rule to consider the cable bill, iall six 
of these Democrats were against the 
rule. 


Now the word is being passed around 


the Democratic side of the House that 
as a matter of politics Democrats must 
not vote for a Government cable far- 
ther than Honolulu. The reason for 
this is that they think it would be in- 
consistent with their advocacy of in- 
dependence for the Philippines. In oth- 
er words, the construction of a Gov- 
ernment cable to Manila might be in- 
terpreted as an argument in favor of 
the retention of those islands. 


The opponents of the Corliss bill for 


Government construction are a little 
-concerned over the 
absence 
from 


Washington at this time of Colonel 
"Pete" Hepburn, chairman of the com- 
mittee, and Representative 
Sherman. 


Both these gentlemen have been the 
staunchest advocates of private con- 
struction. Efforts have been made to 
postpone consideration till late next 
week, but thus far these efforts have 
not succeeded.

JUDGE ESTEE'S 


DECISION 


The okolehao case, this being a suit 


brought by the United States vs the 
schooner Kawailani has been decided 
by Judge Estee in favor of the libel- 
lant. The decision is based on the In- 
formation brought relative to the seiz- 
ure of the said schooner and It was 
conclusively shown that the schooner 
was carrying illicit liquor. The decis- 
ion rendered by his honor Is in strict 
accordance with the statutes and ad- 
Judges that the owners of property ar3 
responsible for the acts of lessees. 


In the decision Jt is said that~thls 


liquor is okolehao; that it was made 
in the Territory, that it was illicitly 
manufactured and has paid no internal 
service tax and that Captain Moses 
knew these facts when he secreted it 
on board 
the schooner Kawailani, 


that the deporting, secretion and re- 
moval Of this liquor on board his said 
vessel was done with intent to de- 
fraud the Government of the United 
States of the tax due upon it- No tes- 
timony appearing to the contrary, the 
court presumed that from all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case, the 
liquor was distilled since the annexa- 
tion of the Territory by the United 
States, and that In any event it was 
liable to the tax prescribed by the laws 
of the United State*. 


A judgment of condemnation of the

Stricter Customs Regulations 
; 
vided Becaus of Loopholes 


Discovered. 


Collector Stackable has been notified by 


the Treasury Department of stricter re- 
quirements in the Interpretation of sev- 
eral customs regulations. In regard to the 
shipment of goods from Samoa a manifest 
is to be required In the future from the 
customs officer at Tutuila. This will still 
allow the importation of goods at a less 
duty than Is paid In the United Sta'es, 
for merchandise may be shipped to Samoa 
paying two per cent ad valorem, and re- 
flhipped to Honolulu without additional 
tax. 


The letter of Assistant 
Secretary 


Spaulding in this connection is In part as 
follows. 


The Attorney General's opinion applies 


to importations into Tutuila as well as 
the products thereof. 
Both classes of 


shipments thence are therefore exempt 
from duty in the United States, notwith- 
standing that rates of duty charged on 
the former In Tutuila may be leas than 
the rates imposed on similar merchandise 
Imported Into the United States from for- 
eign countries. 
The 
opinion Is, how- 


ever, inapplicable to merchandise shipped 
from a foreign port to Hawaii or to the 
United States via Tutuila without entry 
and payment of duty if dutiable in Tu- 
tuila. In order to prevent the admission 
of these goods into the United States free 
of. duty, you are hereby instructed to 
treat as forelg» every shipment purport- 
Ing to be from Tutuila not shown by a 
certificate of the chipf customs officer 
to be products of Tutuila or actual im- 
portations into said islands. 
There Is also a stricter interpretation of 


the law allowing the importation of ani- 
mals for exhibition purposes, which for- 
merly were admitted free on bond Now 
the department holds: 
'It having been represented to the De- 


partment that this provision of law Is 
abused, in that it is used as a means of 
Introducing horses and other animals Into 
the United States specially for sale; that 
from the nature of the case such ani- 
mals are not 
examined and appraised 


with the care taken In the case of ani- 
mals entered regularly for consumption. 
In consequence of which animals valued 
by the importer at much below their 
actual worth are entered and assessed 
with duty on such value; that it is dif- 
ficult. If not impracticable, to establish 
the fact of undervaluation in such cases, 
that it is doubtful if the law contemplates 
the entry for consumption of animals 
thus specially imported under bond, and 
as It Is represented that transactions of 
this nature are rapidly multiplying, it is 
hereby directed that all special bonds In 
the form herein set forth, given on the 
Importation of animals for exhibition, 
shall be conditioned for the due exporta- 
tion of the animals within six months, 
and will be canceled only upon proof of 
such exportation or payment of duty on 
such animals covered thereby as may 
have died in the United States "
